MEMORANDUM OF DECISION 
The plaintiff, an inmete a: the Connecticut Correctional Institution 
at Somers, Connecticut, has filed this action challenging the constitutionality 
of the procedures of the Connecticut State Board of Parole. The complaint states 
that the plaintiff has been denied his right to due process by the defendants, 
acting under color of state law. 42 U.S.C. ection 1983, Jurisdiction exists 
pursuant to 28 U.S.C. Sections 1343(3) and 1543(4). 
The issues raised in the complaint have, however, been determined against 


the plaintiff in Haymes v. Regan, No. 75-2096 (2d Cir. Oct. 29, 1973) % 


Menechino v. Oswald, 430 F.2d 403 (2d Cir. 1970), cert, denied, 400 U.S. 1023 


(1971), and my decision in LaBonte v. Gates, No. 75-119 (D. Conn. Jan. 13, 1976). 
The plaintiff's claim is too insubstantial to compel the convocation of a three- 
judge court even though the plaintiff requests an injunction against the Parole 


Board. Cf. Andrews v. Maher, No. 75-7029 (2d Cir. Oct. 24, 2975). 


Therefore, the action is dismissed for failure to state a claim upon 


which relief can be granted. Rule 12(b) (6), Fed. R. Civ. P.

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Among the factors considered by the Board's panels in the parole 
decision process are: 

1. The nature and circumstances of the inmate's offense and his current 
attitude toward it. 

2. The inmate's prior criminal record and his parole adjustment if he 
has been paroled previously. 

3. The inmate's attitude toward family members, the victim, and 
authority in general. 

4. The inmate's institutional adjustment, including his participation 
and progress in the areas of the institutional program important to his 
self-improvement. 

5. The inmate's employment history, his occupational skills, and his 
employment stability. 


6. The inmate's physical, mental and emotional health. 


7. The inmate's insight into the causes of his past criminal conduct. 


8. The inmate's efforts to find solutions to his personal problems such 
as addiction to narcotics, excessive use of alcohol, the need of academic and 
vocational education, etc., and his use of the available resources related to 
such problems in the institutional program. 

9. The adequacy of the inmate's parole plan. The latter includes the 
environment to which the inmate plans to return, the character of those with 
whom he plans to be associated, and the adequacy of his residence and employ- 


ment program,
